Duck Hunting Season 
Sept. 14 To Dec. 14 


Opening of the duck hunting 
season In Southern Alberta is 
usually timed to coincide with the 
start of harvesting operations, but 
this year finds harvest in full 
swing at the end of August and 
the duck hunting season not of¬ 
ficially open until Sept. 14. 

Southern Alberta duck hunters 
will have two weeks more hunting 
this season but they will find 
their bag limit still restricted, par¬ 
ticularly on redheads and canvas- 
backs. 

The migratory bird regulations 
for Alberta announced by the 
Canadian Wildlife Service extend 
the season in southern and central 
Alberta two weeks. The extended 
season, which runs from Sept. 14 
— Dec. 14, is Intended to help 
drive ducks out of the province 
and avoid the issue of special duck 
damage permits. In northern Al¬ 
berta the season is Sept. 1 — 


Nov. 30. 

Bag limits remain the same as 
last year except that the same 
limits are provided for rails, coots 
and galllnules as for ducks. These 
limits do not apply to (Metis, In¬ 
dians and others living by hunting 
and trapping who may shoot 25 
rails, coots and galllnules a day. 
Special protection is given the 
scarce canvas back and redhead 
ducks by allowing no more them 
one of either kind to be included 
in a. day's bag or in possession. 

For geese and Wilson’s snipe, 
the limits remain the same as last 
year. The daily bag permitted of 
geese is five and ten may be in 
possession; limits on snipe are 
eight and 16. 

A change in the regulations re¬ 
stricts the issue of duck damage 
permits to owners, managers or 
lessees of land or persons authoriz¬ 
ed by them who are residents of 
Alberta.

Calgary Brewery Opens 
First Inland Aquarium 


A pioneer Alberta firm has 
successfully undertaken a public- 
interest project never before at¬ 
tempted in Canada. 

The Calgary Brewing and 
Malting Co. Ltd. has established 
in Calgary the only salt water 
fish and reptile aquarium inland 
from Canada’s coasts. The diffi¬ 
culty of obtaining sea water has 
always previously prevented the 
establishment of inland aquaria. 

The new aquarium at Calgary 
is located on the Calgary Brewery 
grounds and the half-million dol¬ 
lar building which houses it will 
eventually also accommodate a 
Western museum. On the same 
site, the Calgary Brewery main¬ 
tains Alberta's largest fish hatch¬ 
ery where the provincial depart¬ 
ment of lands and forests has 
reared nearly 100 million game 
fish fry and fingerlings for plant¬ 
ing in provincial streams and 
lakes. 

J. B. Cross, president of the 
Calgary Brewery, said in a press 
interview that the aquarium which 
was officially opened on August 
25th by Premier E. C. Manning, 
is intended primarily as an edu¬ 
cational project although it will 
have great value as a tourist 
attraction. 

“Getting natural sea water for 
the aquarium was, of course, a 
tremendous problem when we 
first contemplated the display,” 
Mr. Cross said, “but as long as we 
allowed that problem to beat us, 
prairie people and their families 
were going to be deprived of the 
opportunity to see the kind of 
sea life'which exists so far away 
from our homes here.” 

Consequently, as soon as the 
building with its 67 tanks—rang¬ 
ing in capacity from four gallons 
to 4,000 gallons—was completed, 
and the fish were on order, the 
Brewery arranged to have 46,000 
gallons of sea water transported 
from the West Coast to fill the 
tanks. ... . 

Twenty - five truckloads of 
water were shipped to Calgary 
from Vancouver contained in pol¬ 
yethylene bags containing 1,500 
gallons of water each. The mov¬ 
ing job is estimated to have cost 


almost $8,000. With the water 
came consignments of tropica] 
plants: their chemical process of 
growth freshens the water. 

Some of the rare and exotic 
sea creatures were airlifted to 
Calgary. A sea turtle made the 
Vancouver-Calgary flight on his 
back so that the weight of his 
shell when he was out of water 
would not rupture his lungs. Two 
three-foot alligators were coaxed 
to back down the airline passen¬ 
ger ramp as their short forelegs 
made it impossible for them to 
navigate the slope in the ordinary 
w»v. 

Among the fish from warm 
waters which visitors to the 
aquarium will see in the tropical 
section arc sea horses from south- 
sea coral reefs, butterfly fish, 
lung fish from Africa, guppies, 
Siamese fighting fish, and sea 
creatures variously described as 
“upside down,” "disc” and “neon” 
fish. Piranha—nativetotheworld's 
largest river, the Amazon—have 
been obtained, and from the 
Pacific ocean have come special 
varieties of marine fish including 
sea perch, sea turtle, flounders 
and starfish. A shark will prob¬ 
ably be added to the display later. 

But Albertans who visit the 
aquarium will also be able to see 
their own native fish. The loca¬ 
tion of the aquarium on the 
prairies makes it ideal for show* 
ing local game fish, a feature not 
included usually in other aquaria. 
All species of trout whose habitat 
is Alberta will be shown as well 
as pike, perch, pickerel and the 
huge sturgeon native to the 
province. This feature of the 
aquarium is expected to draw con¬ 
siderable tourist attention. 

The Calgary Brewery aquar¬ 
ium will be open to the public 
the year round daily including 
Sundays. Elmer Taylor, a pro¬ 
fessional aquarist formerly asso¬ 
ciated with the Royal Ontario 
Museum in Toronto is full-time 
aquarist at the Calgary aquarium, 
and will be available to discuss 
with groups or individuals touring 
the displays the •interesting fea¬ 
tures and habits of the rare fish 
and reptiles.
